No. 7 among 
dangerous 
Canuck cities 

survey Halifax is the most 
dangerous Canadian city 
east of Winnipeg, accord¬ 
ing to a crime survey re¬ 
leased by MacLean’s mag¬ 
azine. 

Halifax comes in at No. 
7 in the survey, which is 
based on 2007 per-capita 
crime rates, the most re¬ 
cent available from the 
Canadian Centre for Jus¬ 
tice Statistics. 

This is the second- 
straight year MacLean’s 
has done the survey, with 
Halifax coming in at No. 
10 last year, which again 
was the highest in 
Eastern Canada. 

According to the new 
survey, Saskatoon is the 
most dangerous city and 
Caledon, Ont. is the 
safest.

Two Lunenburg churches 
were filled with 
hundreds of mourners 
Thursday commemo¬ 
rating the life of Michael 
Baker. 

The 52-year-old provin¬ 
cial finance minister died 
Monday of skin cancer. 
Rev. Vivian S. Roberts said 
goodbye and remembered 
the man she knew for 
many years. 

There was the kid who 
wore a tie to school in 
Grade 5 and was so helpful 
the teacher called him 
“Mr. Baker.” There was the 
teenager who took forever 
to build up the courage to 
ask his future wife, Cindy, 


out on a date. And there 
was the prominent politi¬ 
cian who struggled to find 
enough time for both his 
work and his family. 

“I hope Saint Peter had 
everything already organ¬ 
ized up in 
heaven,” 

Roberts 
quipped. 

“Because if 
he didn’t, it 
is now.” 

The serv¬ 
ice took 
place at a 
packed Zion 
Lutheran Church in 
Lunenburg. So many peo¬ 
ple showed up that an au¬ 
dio feed was sent to the 
overflow crowd in nearby 
St. John’s Anglican 
Church. 


There was no shortage 
of prominent people prais¬ 
ing Baker, who carried on 
as finance minister for 
years despite battling can¬ 
cer. Deborah Robinson of 
the Association of Mi’k- 
maq chiefs said Baker 
played a huge role in 
bridging the link to First 
Nations communities 
when he was minister of 
Aboriginal Affairs. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald gave a eulogy for 
his friend in which he said 
Baker was above all else a 
family man. He recalled 
how excited Baker was 


when he bought a pellet 
gun for his two sons, 
Daniel and Matthew. 

“He said he didn’t feel 
for (their) safety. But he 
did feel for his own, be¬ 
cause he was now on his 
way home to tell Cindy 
about this new toy,” Mac¬ 
Donald said, drawing 
laughter from the church. 

“Never once did I hear 
him complain,” MacDon¬ 
ald added about his 
lengthy battle with cancer. 

“Even though there 
were many painful days, 
he always managed to 
smile.”

Standing up for child soldiers 

Sen. Dallaire urges young voters to start getting involved

Sen. Romeo A. Dallaire 
urged an audience of more 
than 1,000 people to take 
responsibility for the peo¬ 
ple of developing nations, 
especially child soldiers. 

Dallaire spoke at the 
sold-out event sponsored 
by the Centre for Foreign 
Policy Studies at Dalhousie 
University held at Rebecca 
Cohen Theatre Thursday 
morning. 

He asked audience mem¬ 
bers to contact their MPs 
daily to effect change in 
government policies to¬ 
ward the reintegration and 
rehabilitation of child sol¬ 
diers, including Omar 
Khadr and children in Dar¬ 
fur. 

“You represent about 35 
per cent of the voting pop¬ 
ulation of the country, of 
this great democracy,” Dal¬ 
laire told the 18- to 35-year- 
olds in the crowd. “Howev¬ 
er, barely 15 per cent of 
you vote. 

“So, don’t tell me you’re 
not being heard. You’re not 
speaking. You’re not en¬ 
gaging.” 

He also said Canada 
must be willing to inter¬ 


vene without considering 
self-interest, and be willing 
to take casualties. Canada 


must also assist the dis¬ 
placed people in African 
nations by deposing lead¬ 


ers who use disease and 
starvation as weapons 
against their people.

Dallaire holds the media 
accountable for allowing 
some of these injustices to 
slip under the radar. 

Media coverage of the 
2006 Indonesian tsunami 
mobilized millions of dol¬ 
lars in aid, he said. 

Dallaire argued that 
there were more people 
killed, injured, internally 
displaced and raped in Dar¬ 
fur than in the countries 
affected by the Tsunami, — 
and stated that not “one 
plug-niclcel” was going to 
Darfur. 

His passion for protect¬ 
ing child soldiers started 
when he was the leader of 
the United Nations Assis¬ 
tance Mission in Rwanda. 
Men and boys armed with 
AK-47s stopped him at a 
checkpoint, and a teenager 
thrust a gun in his face. 
Dallaire showed the boy 
some kindness and saved 
his own life.

The only description po¬ 
lice have is that both vehi¬ 
cles were black and that 
they continued out on 
Windmill after the shots 
were fired. 

An eyewitness told CTV

heard what she believed to 
be four or five gunshots 
fired in total. 

At press time police were 
unsure if anyone was hurt 
in the incident.

Minimum wage is sched¬ 
uled to jump from $8.10 to 
$8.60 on April 1. But this 
week the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Independent Busi¬ 
ness said the hike isn’t af¬ 
fordable right now. 

The CFIB claims busi¬ 
nesses might have to lay 
off employees to pay for 
the extra cost, but Mac¬ 
Donald has no plans to 
push back the increase. 

“We had an outside pan¬ 
el and we’re going to stick 
with their recommenda¬ 
tions,” he said. “It’s also 
part and parcel to our 
poverty reduction strategy.

next April and then $9.65 
in October of 2010.

Nova Scotia has the 
fourth-lowest minimum 
wage behind New 
Brunswick, B.C. and P.E.I. 

MacDonald said the 
province helps businesses 
through many other av¬ 
enues, but raising mini¬ 
mum wage is a way to 
make sure employees are 
“paid fairly with a wage 
they can live on.”

“So we do all this and I 
think the natural next 
thing would be the legal 
development of a recy¬ 
cling depot for pharma¬ 
ceuticals, particularly can¬ 
cer drugs that are exceed¬ 
ingly expensive.” 

Dr. Jeff Turnbull, chief of 
staff at the Ottawa Hospi¬ 
tal in Ottawa, has already 
begun recycling unused 
prescription drugs, saying 
homeless people in that 
city couldn’t otherwise af¬ 
ford them.

Project aims to find 
PATH to cancer rates

A 30-year cancer project | 
launched in Halifax yester- £ 
day will give researchers \ 
critical insight into why 
Nova Scotia has the high¬ 
est incidence of the 
disease in Canada. 

Atlantic PATH is looking 
for volunteers aged 35 to 69 
of all weights, sizes, health 
levels and ethnic back¬ 
grounds to sign up for the 
$42-million project organ¬ 
ized by the Canadian Part¬ 
nership Against Cancer. 

The countiywide study is 
recruiting 300,000 volun¬ 
teers, with 30,000 coming 
from Atlantic Canada. 

“We have in Atlantic 
Canada the highest rate of 
cancer anywhere in Cana¬ 
da,” said Dr. Louise Parker, 
principal investigator for 
Atlantic PATH. “We are go¬ 
ing to use the information 
to see if we can find why it 
is that some people get can¬ 
cer and some don’t, and 
how we can prevent it in 
the first place.” 

Experts will ask a range 
of health-related questions 
and take a variety of meas¬ 
urements and samples like 
saliva and toenails. The ap¬ 


pointment should take 
about 90 minutes. After 
that, PATH will check in 
with participants every five 
years or so. 

Donna and Stan Henni¬ 
gar were the first partici¬ 
pants to sign up.

In Nova Scotia, animal 
control falls under the re¬ 
sponsibility of cities and 
municipalities.

Some government 
workers at Employment 
Insurance offices have tak¬ 
en off their name tags as 
scores of recently laid-off 
Canadians are upset over 
being told their initial El 
payments are backlogged. 

Jeanette Meunier-MacK- 
ay, president of The Cana¬ 
da Employment Immigra¬ 
tion Union (CEIU), said 
her members are infor¬ 
mally reporting that at 
least half of El claims are 
taking longer than Serv¬ 
ice Canada’s standard 28 
days to be processed. 


Claims rise 

• El claims in December 
were up 16.6 per cent 
across Canada over the 
same month in 2007, ac¬ 
cording to Statistics Canada. 

However, the only re¬ 
gion the union has statis¬ 
tics for is Atlantic Canada. 
By the end of February, 
out of Atlantic Canada’s 
30,000 outstanding 

claims, 8,000 were 29- 
days-old or older, and 
about 2,000 of those were 
41-days-old or older, ac¬ 
cording to Jeannie Bald¬ 
win, regional vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Public Service 
Alliance of Canada, an 
umbrella union that en¬ 
compasses the CEIU. 

The government has 


“made significant efforts 
and investments” to deal 
with the increased num¬ 
ber of El claims, accord¬ 
ing to an email sent by 
media relations on behalf 
of Human Resources and 
Skills Development Cana¬ 
da. 

“For instance, we have 
hired additional staff, re¬ 
distributed workloads 
across the country and re¬ 
called recently retired 
processing agents. We 
have also increased over¬ 
time, staff at El call cen¬ 
tres on Saturdays and the 
automation of claims pro¬ 
cessing,” the email said. 

Some people who are 
waiting for payments are 
“pretty stressed out and 
desperate” and cry to civil 
servants handling their 
claims, said Meunier-

Women climbing ranks 
in corporations: Study 

Positions are higher, but some obstacles remain

More women are cracking 
the glass ceiling at 
Canada’s largest corpora¬ 
tions, but still they remain 
significantly under-repre¬ 
sented in the top ranks. 

That’s the conclusion of 
a report to be released Fri¬ 
day by Catalyst Inc. a non¬ 
profit organization that 
works to advance oppor¬ 
tunities for women in the 
workplace. 

The study found that 
the proportion of female 
corporate officers edged 
up from between 2006 to 
and 2008. So did the rep¬

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Beware bad breeders

hen 

Michelle 
Dean 

bought a 
Pomeranian 
puppy, she was expecting a 
happy, healthy dog. Instead, 
Dean ended up with more 
than $10,000 in vet bills. 
Her puppy had a parasitic 
infection, needed leg sur¬ 
gery and now, at just three 
years old, is slowly going 
blind. 

The pet store promised 
Dean that her puppy was 
healthy and came from a 
reputable breeder. But as 
Dean found out, dog buyers 
should ask plenty of ques¬ 
tions before purchasing a 
pet-store puppy. 

Pet stores sometimes give 


customers assurances by 
showing them pedigree pa¬ 
pers — a sort of family tree 
for dogs — that suggests the 
dog is free of genetic defects 
and has had proper medical 
checks. But that isn’t always 
the case. Pedigree papers 
aren’t the same as a de¬ 
tailed medical check. If a 
veterinarian had closely ex¬ 
amined Dean’s puppy, the 
leg problems might have 
been detected and Dean 
would have known about 
the problem before buying. 

And just because a dog is 
purebred doesn’t mean it 
comes from a first- 
rate breeder. 

Dean got the im¬ 
pression from the 
pet store that her 
puppy was bred in a 
home or from a 
breeder that 
meets guide¬ 
lines from the 
Canadian Vet¬ 
erinary Medical 
Association. But 
the CVMA 
doesn’t en-

dorse breeders, and as Dean 
found out, her dog certainly 
didn’t come from a warm 
and wholesome homestead. 

Before being sold in a 
Canadian pet store, Dean’s 
puppy came from one of 
the largest puppy brokers 
in the U.S. It’s 
called the Hunte 
Corporation, a 
massive Missouri 
facility that buys 
and sells roughly 
90,000 dogs per 
year from breed¬ 
ers across the U.S. 
The company 
gives the dogs 
shots, microchips 
them, and then 
trucks them out to 
pet stores across 


North America. 

But the real question is, 
where was Dean’s dog bred 
before arriving at the big 
puppy broker? It came from 
a puppy breeder in Missouri 
with USDA violations. The 
puppies were raised in a 
shed that looks like a chick¬ 
en coop. And Dean learned 
this breeder knowingly sells 
puppies with back leg prob¬ 
lems to some puppy bro¬ 
kers. 

None of this is supposed 
to happen. Fifteen years 
ago, American and Canadi¬ 
an authorities had prom¬ 
ised to crack down on bad 
breeding. Puppies coming 
into Canada are apparently 
checked at the border by 
veterinarians. 

However, no one can tell 
us exactly how many Amer¬ 
ican dogs come into Canada 
or end up in our pet stores.

Is there anybody out there? 


space A NASA telescope was 
cleared to launch Friday on 
a mission to look for Earth- 
lilce planets around other 
stars and determine 
whether there are places 
that could support human¬ 
like life beyond our solar 
system. 

“This is a historical mis¬ 
sion,” NASA’s space science 
chief Ed Weiler told re¬ 
porters Thursday. “It really 
attacks some basic human 
questions that have been 
asked since that first man 
or woman looked up in the 
sky and asked, Are we 
alone?”’ 

Once in 
orbit, Ke¬ 
pler will be aimed 
at a star-rich swath of 
sky between the con¬ 
stellations Cygnus and 
Lyra in our own Milky 
Way galaxy. The tele¬ 
scope has two main 
tasks on its three- 
year mission: 

Stare at the stars 


and stay still. 

Light-collecting devices in 
the telescope are sensitive 
enough to detect slight 
changes in the number of 
photons emanating from 
more than 100,000 target 
stars in the telescope’s field 
of view. Some of the 
changes will be due to plan¬ 
ets passing in front of their 
parent stars and temporari¬ 
ly blocking a bit of light. 

Scientists already have 
found more than 340 plan¬ 
ets circling stars beyond our 
solar system, but none of 
those worlds are as small as 
Earth. Kepler is the first in¬ 
strument de¬ 
signed solely to 
hunt Earth¬ 
sized 

worlds circling 
their parent stars at 
the proper dis¬ 
tance for liquid 
water to exist. Water is 
believed to be a neces- 
saiy ingredient for life.

Cash burn, need for financing draw warning 


General Motors Corp. 
Thursday said its auditors 
had raised “substantial 
doubt” about its ability to 
survive outside bankrupt¬ 
cy if it fails to stem its loss¬ 
es and stop burning cash. 

The “going concern” 
warning from the strug¬ 
gling U.S. automaker had 
been expected, but under¬ 
scored the stakes for GM as 
it seeks up to $30 billion 
US in government aid in 
the United States to re¬ 
structure outside a bank¬ 
ruptcy process. 


CAW talks 

• The Canadian Auto Work¬ 
ers union said Thursday it 
will begin exploratory dis¬ 
cussions with GM to find 
cost savings to help the 
company qualify for gov¬ 
ernment loans. 


GM’s shares fell 17 per 
cent to $1.82 on the New 
York Stock Exchange as in¬ 
vestors reacted to the 
news. 


GM said its creditors had

U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner on 
Thursday defended the ad¬ 
ministration’s plan to raise 
hundreds of billions of 
dollars in revenues from a 
carbon emissions cap-and- 
trade system, saying it 
would help wean America 
off imported oil.

These would be traded in a 
system that would be simi¬ 
lar to the European 
Union’s four-year-old Emis¬ 
sions Trading Scheme.

of cancer and has little 
time left to live, he hops 
on a motorcycle he pur¬ 
chased on his way home 
from the doctor’s office 
and heads west. 

He leaves his practical 
and adoring fiancee 
Samantha Pierce (Liane Bal- 
aban of New Waterford 
Girl) behind and hits the 
road. 

The 20-something Toron¬ 
to English teacher figures 
he’s going to die anyway 
and wants to hold off on the 
inevitability of agonizing 
treatment for as long as he 
can. 

Jackson delivers an 


award-worthy perform¬ 
ance and develops a char¬ 
acter that is simultaneous¬ 
ly pensive and sombre, 
reckless and joyful as he 
grapples with the reality 
of his death sentence.

review Fanatics of Alan 
Moore’s groundbreaking 
graphic novel Watchmen 
hold the text in such pious 
geek reverence that bring¬ 
ing the property to the big 
screen has been nothing 
short of intimidating. 

And yet, finally, after 
two decades of hand 
changing, here it is in all 
its big, bloody and ballsy 
allegorical glory. The grim, 
noir laced phantasmagoria 
of faded superheroes and 
the various inter-personal 
demons they battle is, un¬ 
der the guidance of 300 di¬ 
rector Zack Snyder, a de¬ 
cidedly faithful adaptation. 

And while it will no 
doubt please most of those 
fickle panel-framed fans, 
the uninitiated might find 
it all a bit overwhelming. 

Watchmen paints an ab¬ 
stract portrait of a world 
teetering on the brink of 
destruction.

time high. Nuclear annihi¬ 
lation appears imminent. 

In the peripheral of this 
volatile alternate reality 
lurks a handful of aging 
and deeply troubled for¬ 
mer costumed vigilantes 
who, after one of their 
brethren is murdered, be¬ 
gin banding back together 
to save themselves and the 
planet they once swore to 
protect. But all is not what 
it seems in this weird 
world and the lines be¬ 
tween good and evil are 
anything but defined. 

Watchmen is a major 
work of dark fantasy, 
throbbing with intellect 
and oozing retro/futurist 
style. It might be the bold¬ 
est genre hybrid since 
Blade Runner, but it’s also 


jarringly episodic, confus¬ 
ing and occasionally, dra¬ 
matically inert. 

However, every time the 
picture starts to lag, anoth¬ 
er slab of visual bravado 
explodes into frame, re¬ 
deeming all trespasses and 
dazzling the senses. 

Performances run hot 
(Jackie Earle Haley is mag¬ 
netic as the psychotic 
Rorschach) and cold (Billy 
Crudup’s digitally tweaked 
reading of the superhu¬ 
man and super endowed 
Dr. Manhattan leaves 
much to be desired) but 
from the jaw-dropping 
opening credits on down, 
this is Snyder’s show, a 
tonal tour de force.

anadians enjoy 
being scared.

The first Canuck film 
widely distributed in the 
United States was The

The Mask was a cheapie 
knocked out to cash in the 
3-D craze started by 
movies like House of Wax.

Since 
the release of The Mask, 
which used the tried-and- 
true 3-D but coupled it 
with experimental elec¬ 
tronic music to heighten 
its spooky effect, Canadi¬ 
an filmmakers have taken 
traditional horror con¬ 
cepts and made them 
their own. 

Take for instance Ginger 
Snaps, the 2000 werewolf 
story starring Katharine 
Isabelle as a young girl 
who morphs into a were¬ 
wolf.

review Despite the emer¬ 
gence of documentaries as a 
viable box-office force, na¬ 
ture docs have remained 
firmly on the cinematic 
sidelines. Saving Luna 
makes the case that such 
films might have a place in 
the mainstream and almost 
succeeds, albeit, in spite of 
itself. 

The film chronicles the 
plight of a lone Orca whale 
that appeared in the waters 
off the west coast of Van¬ 
couver Island in 2001 and 
endeared him to the nearby 


residents in Gold River. 

Saving Luna was made by 
Suzanne Chisholm and 
Michael Parfit who came to 
Gold River to write a news 
stoiy about Luna and be¬ 
came enamoured with the 
Orca. 

Parfit’s narration, framed 
like a children’s stoiy, 
comes off as condescending 
and his long passages of ex¬ 
position grow tiresome. 

But by becoming a partic¬ 
ipant in Luna’s stoiy (he and 
partner Chisholm actively 
lobbied the DFO over the 
situation), Parfit breaks a 
journalistic fourth wall, ir¬ 
reparably damaging the 
film’s credibility. 

Still, Luna is a very 
charming whale, a fact that 
shines through the film’s 
clunky and at times one¬ 
sided story telling, and 
makes this worthwhile 
viewing.

You can’t blame anyone 
for thinking that alt-coun¬ 
try songstress Neko Case is 
Canadian — she recorded 
parts of her new album in 
Toronto, she’s the main fe¬ 
male singer in Vancouver- 
based power pop band 
The New Pornographers, 
she has a degree from a 
B.C. university — but, and I 
hate to break it you, she’s 
a full-blooded American. 

The Virginia-born singer- 
songwriter hasn’t actually 
lived in Canada since 1998, 
but that doesn’t mean she 
doesn’t hold the Great 
White North in high re¬ 
gard. 

“It’s definitely a huge 
part of my consciousness,” 
she explains. “When I was 
a little girl I thought I was 
Canadian. We lived on the 
border and only had CBC. 


I’m American, but I feel 
like I’m North American.” 

While Case currently re¬ 
sides on a large farm in 
Vermont (“I like farms and 
the wilderness and the 
trees,” she says) she 
doesn’t rule out a return to 
Canada — but only if our 
immigration rules change. 

“I’m not willing to get 
married to move some¬ 
where, but if Canada lets 
me in full time, I would do 
it,” she says on the phone 
from her U.S. abode. 

Until that happens, 
Canadians can only hope 
that the red haired gui¬ 
tarist will keep churning 
out records, both solo and 
with the New Pornogra¬ 
phers, and visiting her oth¬ 


er homeland for gigs. 

Unfortunately, it took 
three years for Case to re¬ 
lease Middle Cyclone, the 
follow-up to Fox Confessor 
Brings the Flood, so don’t 
expect another disc from 
her for a while. She says 
it’s impossible to release 
music any faster. 

“I have another full-time 
band,” she says. “And I like 
to keep touring. I like to 
milk it. I don’t work on a 
schedule, I just record 
when the Pornographers 
are done.” 

Luckily, each solo disc is 
worth the wait. Her latest 
delivers another batch of 
twangy follc-meets-country 
tracks, each one more in¬ 
fectious than the next. 


Case says the new disc is 
about love, but it’s not 
what you think. 

“It’s not the man-woman 
relationship song,” she 
says. “I don’t think I’m very 
good at writing those types 
of tunes. I generally write 
about situations and char¬ 
acters, or when it’s a torna¬ 


do in love with a person.” 

She’s not kidding, more 
than one song discusses 
tornados, while others 
delve into the relation¬ 
ships between people, na¬ 
ture and animals. Case 
isn’t sure why she was 
drawn to violent wind 
storms, but maybe it has 


something to do with her 
second home. 

“I’ve been obsessed with 
tornados and I’ve always 
liked nature and animals,” 
she says. “Maybe it’s part 
of my Canadian subcon¬ 
scious. I’ve got some Cana¬ 
dian in me and I need to 
let it out.”

If you think it’s hard being a 
singer in a rock band, imag¬ 
ine trying to hit every note 
and make your audience 
laugh at the same time. It’s 
a task only musical comedy 
acts have to face, and it’s 
not as easy as it looks. 

“A lot of people do really 
bad musical comedy,” says 
Sean Cullen, one of Cana¬ 
da’s most popular comedy 
singers and a former mem¬ 
ber of Corky and the Juice 
Pigs. “A lot of people tend 
to pick up a guitar and sing 
a song; it’s often quite ter¬ 
rible.” 

When it’s done right, 
though, joke bands can 
win over fans in both the 
music and comedy worlds. 
Just look at New Zealand 
duo Flight of the Con- 
chords, who not only 
launched the second sea¬ 
son of their hilarious TV 
show on Jan. 18, but won a 
Grammy for best comedy 
album last year. 

Other acts — Tenacious 
D, Andy Samberg’s The 
Lonely Island — are making 
it easier for up and coming 
artists to connect with audi¬ 
ences, which, says Cullen, 
are often weaiy of musical 
comedy bands. 

But, getting to the point 
where an act can play the¬ 
atres or packed clubs is no 
easy task, especially when 
comedians look down on 
joke acts, and the music 
community avoids 

comedic bands at all costs. 

“Standups think musical 
comedy is a hacky thing to

do. They think it’s cheat¬ 
ing,” says Cullen. “And 
ever since we’ve started 
we’ve had musicians say¬ 
ing they hate joke bands.” 

“I never get respect from 
the media or booking 
agents,” adds Hamilton- 
based B.A. Johnston, who 
tours bars rather than com¬ 
edy clubs. “CBC Radio 3 
wouldn’t interview me 
cause they thought I would 
swear on air. I thought that 
was odd.” 

Winning people over is 
challenging, not just be¬ 
cause these acts have to 
make their audience laugh, 
but they have to write good 
music too. John Catucci, 
one half of Toronto’s The 
Doo Wops, writes every¬ 
thing from emo to pop and 
heavy metal. But when it 
comes down to it “if the 
song isn’t good it just does¬ 
n’t fit,” he says. “A good 
song and good funny lyrics, 
they mix into one.” 

“You have to appeal on a 
couple levels to be really 
successful,” Johnson adds. 
“You want it to be funny 
and people need to person¬ 
ally connect with it. You 
want it catchy, and so you 
have to write a good song.”

Tearing up dance floors 

Shout Out Out Out Out mash minimalist beats, techno synths and catchy lyrics

When I catch Nik Kozub, 
co-founder of Edmonton 
electro group Shout Out 
Out Out Out, on the phone 
he tells me he’s about to 
go to work. I was confused 
— isn’t he about to release 
his band’s new album? 
Why’s he recording again? 
He quickly sets the record 
straight. “I’m mixing my 
dad’s album,” he explains. 
“He brings me to work on 
his records.” 

His father, Wilfred 
Kozub, frontman for Wil¬ 
fred N & The Grown Men, 
has been making rock mu¬ 
sic since the early ’80s, and 
while the two haven’t col¬ 
laborated on a song yet, it’s 
pops that’s responsible for 
his son’s love of club beats 
and synth sounds. 

“I grew up around an 
808 (a digital drum ma¬ 
chine) and a lot of my 
synths were inherited 
from my dad,” says Kozub. 

While the E-Town song¬ 
writer has made his name 
twisting knobs and slam¬ 
ming keys with the Shout 
Outs, his love for every¬ 
thing electronic is a recent 
development. The band is 
made up of recovering 
rockers — Kozub played 
with Luke Doucet in Veal

— so when the six-piece 
saw their debut disc, Not 
Saying/Just Saying, receive 
critical acclaim and a Juno 
nom they were floored. 

“We certainly didn’t ex¬ 
pect anyone to care,” says 
Kozub. “We started the 
band as something differ¬ 
ent and interesting for us 
as individuals who have 
played in a bunch of rock 
and punk bands for years.” 

Now that the project has 
turned into a full time job, 
the group has gotten seri¬ 
ous about their new record 
Reintegration Time. It 
picks up where their last 


disc left off — brooding 
minimalist beats, techno 
heavy synths and catchy, 
but not overpowering 
lyrics. 

Getting the sound they 
wanted this time around 
wasn’t as easy as it was be¬ 
fore. The Shout Outs were 
so careful about crafting 
the right disc, it took them 
six months to get it done. 


“It took us a lot longer 
than we thought,” says 
Kozub. “One thing we 
wanted to do this time 
around was create a dense 
and textural disc, with 
more of a focus on the 
electronic music side of 
things.” 

While it’s too early to 
say whether all the hard 
work will result in a Juno 


win this time around, it’s a 
safe bet that more and 
more fans will flock to 
these roclcers-turned-dance 
floor fanatics. 

“A lot of people who 
have traditionally grown 
up listening to rock bands 
are now seeing that dance 
music is pretty fun,” says 
Kozub. “But I think for a 
lot of people they still like 
to have a live band ele¬ 
ment. Sure, our band is try¬ 
ing to make full on techno 
music, but just because we 
are who we are we can’t 
help but put a live band 
feel to what we’re doing.”

prosecutors say was an at¬ 
tack on his girlfriend, the 
pop star Rihanna. 

Brown, 19, appeared 
briefly in Los Angeles Supe¬ 
rior Court Thursday after¬ 
noon but did not enter a 
plea to the charges. His ar¬ 
raignment was postponed 
until April 6. 

Prosecutors said Brown 
attacked Rihanna, 21, late 
on the night before the Feb. 
8 Grammy Awards in Los 
Angeles. 

Rihanna, whose full 
name is Robyn Rihanna 
Fenty, is identified in the 
complaint only as “Robyn 
F.” She had not previously 
been identified by police as 
the victim. 

Local FOX-11 news in Los 
Angeles, citing a search 
warrant affidavit filed by 
police detectives, reported 
that the couple argued in a 
car after Rihanna read a 
lengthy text message from 
another woman on Brown’s

to the docu¬ 
ments, 
Brown tried 
to push Ri¬ 
hanna from 
his rented 
Lamborghini 
but couldn’t because she 
was wearing a seatbelt. 

Brown then shoved Ri¬ 
hanna’s head against the 
passenger window and re¬ 
peatedly punched her in 
the face, spattering blood in 
the car and on her clothing 
and filling her mouth with 
blood, FOX said. 

During the beating, Ri¬ 
hanna left a message for an 
assistant to have police 
waiting for the couple at 
home, FOX reported, 
prompting Brown to tell 
her: “You just did the stu¬ 
pidest thing ever. I’m going 
to kill you.” 

According to FOX, Brown 
then continued to punch Ri¬ 
hanna, bit her ear and fin¬ 
ger and put her into a head- 
lock until she nearly lost 
consciousness. reuters

Chicken and 
Potato Curry 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 chicken, about 3 lbs 
(1.35 leg), cut into 8 pieces 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
turmeric 

1-1/2-in. (4-cm) piece fresh 
ginger, peeled and finely 
chopped 

juice of 1/2 lemon 
pinch of salt 

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil 
1 dried red chili pepper, 
halved 

1 tsp (5 ml) brown or black 
mustard seeds 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) fennel seeds 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) cumin seeds 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground cin¬ 
namon 

1 tbsp (15 ml) gram (i.e. 
pulse) flour 

3 garlic cloves, roughly 
crushed 

1/2 green pepper, thinly 
sliced 

1 large onion, sliced 
14-oz (398-ml) can 
chopped tomatoes 

2 potatoes, peeled 

2 cups (500 ml) thinly 
sliced cabbage 
1 cup (250 ml) frozen peas, 
thawed and drained 

METHOD: 

1. Remove skin from 
chicken. Cut 3-4 slashes 
in chicken, right to bones. 
Mix turmeric, ginger, 
lemon juice and a little 
salt, then rub all over 
chicken pieces. Leave to 


marinate 30 minutes in a 
cool place. 

2. Heat oil in large, heavy- 
based frying pan. Add 
dried chili pepper and 
mustard, fennel and 
cumin seeds, and let splut¬ 
ter and pop for a few min¬ 
utes. Stir in cinnamon and 
gram flour. Watch careful¬ 
ly so spices do not burn. 

3. Add garlic, pepper and 
onion to spice mixture 
and cook a few minutes, 
stirring. Add chicken and 
tomatoes and stir. Cover 
and cook 15 minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, cook pota¬ 
toes in a pot of boiling wa¬ 
ter for 5 minutes. Drain 
and cut into bite-sized 
pieces. Blanch cabbage in 
separate pot of boiling wa¬ 
ter 1 minute, then drain. 

5. Add potatoes and 
cabbage to curried chick¬ 
en and stir. Cover pan and 
continue to simmer over 
moderately low heat 20- 
25 minutes, or until chick¬ 
en is completely cooked 
and tender. Add peas and 
warm through.
